M. It was a wonderfu l sight when 
water again started down Dry Cali­ 
fornia Creek. 
Mu ch rain has fallen since the big 
dam was finished, bu t not till last 
Friday did any get away or throu gh 
the normal cap acity ou tlets. 
You see the dam is constru cted 
so that 
the 
water begins 
to go 
throu gh 
three 7 foot 
squ are con­ 
crete du cts. First, there is a fall of 
abou t 25 feet and then three con­ 
crete tu nnels 200 feet long, throu gh 
which the water goes, lead on into 
the creek. 
Before 
the water can 
ev er go 
“ arou nd” or ov er the dam, it has 
to rise abou t fou r feet abov e the 
three ou tlets, and by that time the 
acreage is so great that a regu lar 
Noah’s flood wou ld hav e to come be­ 
fore that mu ch water cou ld accu mu ­ 
late.

Washington. D. C.—Ou t of the agony 
of bomb-wrack ed Britain has come an 
appeal for American doctors. 
Britain’s req u est is being met. Al­ 
ready the American Red Cross, acting 
for her sister society in England, has 
carried the appeal to the nation’s 
medical 
profession. 
Up 
to 
1,000 
American doctors will be needed by 
the British Red Cross to su pplement 
the hard-pressed corps of doctors en­ 
gaged in sav ing British liv es from Lon­ 
don to Singapore. 
American Red Cross work ers who 
hav e been in England since the ou tset 
of hostilities report the need is acu te. 
Formerly a nation at war needed doc­ 
tors to treat the sick and wou nded on 
the battle front. Today , with aerial 
bombardment of civ ilians, Britain finds 
her doctors fighting against desperate 
odds. 
American doctors will report to the 
British Red Cross where they will be 
allowed to choose serv ice either in the 
Roy al Army Medical Corps or in the 
civ ilian Emergency Medical Serv ice, 
the v aliant corps of phy sicians as­ 
signed to home defense. 
Their serv ice will be for one y ear, 
bu t if at the end of that period they 
wish to continu e, they will be eligible 
to promotion. To be eligible for serv -

ice with the RAMC, doctors mu st be 
40 or y ou nger, while the EM3 will ac­ 
cept men u p to 45 . 
Despite the cru el aspects of all-ou t 
hostilities, American phy sicians an­
